I  have  your  letter  dated  October  29,  1957  con¬ 
cerning  the  visa  applications  of  Stefania  and  Rozalia 
Lizak,  the  wife  and  daughter  of  Mr.  Bronislav;  Lizak 
of  Warren,  Massachusetts. 

Mrs.  Lizak  has  been  medically  deferred  by  the 
United  States  Public  alth  Service  for  a  period  of 
one  year  dating  from  July  29,  195?  because  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  Some  relief  may  be  afforded  Mrs .  Lizak 
irld^^Section  6  of  Public  Law  85-315  of  September  11, 
1957*  However,  the  Embassy  has  not  as  yet  received 
instructions  for  the  processing  of  such  cases  and  at 
present  is  unable  to  take  action  on  them. 

The  case  of  Miss  Hozalia  Lizak  is  receiving 
attention.  However,  because  of  the  oversubscribed 
condition  of  the  ifth  preference  portion  of  the  Polish 
quota  some  time  will  elapse  before  Miss  Lizak' s  turn 
is  reached  on  the  waiting  list. 

Your  interest  in  these  two  applicants  has  been 
made  a  matter  of  record  and  the  Embassy  shall  continue 
to  treat  them  with  every  sympathetic  consideration 
consistent  with  existing  laws  and  regulations.
